however, evaded arrest and remained 
in town over night. 
That night 
he 
entered iln* Stalilsm itli barn here and 
hitching up the rig drove away. Since 
then h«* had not been located until re­ 
cently. 
It now develops that he drove from 
j Salem to Middlefleld, Trum bull coun­ 
ty, some 2H miles from W arren, where 
he stopp«*d tor a couple of days. 
On 
¡th«* second morning h<* took th<* horse 
from the livery stable 
and 
started 
away. However, the horse, weak from 
over-driving on the night h was stolen, 
dropped dead just as he was leaving 
the stable. 
Butnbaugh then sold the 
buggy and harness, and got work lu

“Is there an y question of law or of 
evid en ce in which 1 can in struct you? 
Is there an y way in which the court 
can help you?” 
The foreman looked for an in stan t 
at his fellow members of the jury, 
then turn ed to the record er an d said : 
“No, sir, I d on ’t believe you can help 
us.” 
“Then you will retire to recon sid er 
the matter.”

was cleared . 
Record er Goff remain ed 
In his chamber read y to receive a ver­ 
d ict if ren d ered or to further in struct 
the jury. 
She Hope s for Ac quittal. 
New York, May 
4.—With the jury 
which is con sid erin g her case still out, 
Nan Patterson sat last n ight in her 
cell in the Tombs buoyed up by the 
hope that at the en d of their d elibera­ 
tion the 12 men will agree to a verd ict 
of n ot guilty. 
Durin g the aftern oon the jury sen t 
to the court rooms for articles of cloth­ 
in g worn by Caesar Youn g at the time 
he met hjs d eath, an d for the skeleton 
which was ex hibited d urin g the trial 
by the prosecution in its en d eavor to 
show that the victim of the traged y 
could n ot have in flicted the woun d 
himself. 
The jury was taken out to d in n er 
at 8:30 o'clock. 
They were surroun d ­ 
ed by a platoon of policemen an d fol­ 
lowed by a great thron g.

mad e their way toward a restauran t 
the jurymen were greeted by cries of;

He was a mere gambler, a race track 
man . 
Argume nt of Couns e l Not Binding. 
“If there Is a reason able d oubt in 
this case on the evid en ce this d oubt 
must be thrown in to the balan ce for 
the d efen d an t. 
You are n ot boun d to 
accept the argumen ts of coun sel as to 
the n ature of this crime. 
You are the 
jud ges of the facts, if there was m ur­ 
d er, an d in what d egree. 
“Much has been said relatin g to the 
motive which actuated this d efen d an t, 
but it Is n ot n ecessary to prove motive 
to con vict of murd er.
